day night Lord Bosebery had a long 
private audience -with, the queen and 
communicated to her the decision ar 
rived at by the government 
The 


length of the cabinet's deliberations 
was due to the attitude of Mr. Herbert 
Asquith, the home secretary, and Mr. 
John Morley, chief secretary for-Ire- 
land, who strongly opposed any step 
involving either resignation or dis- 
solution. They argued that in view of 
the stage of the debates on the Welsh 
disestablishment and Irish land bills 
the government ought to pass both in- 
to laws. 


This ministry, with the exception' of 


Lord Rosebery as prime minister, and 
the earl of Kimbenly as foreign minis- 
ter, was formed by Mr. Gladstone in 
August, 1S92, when he became prime 
minister for the fourth time. March 1, 
1804, 
Mr. Gladstone 
made his last 


speech in the house of commons as 
prime minister. 
The next day his 


resignation was 
made public, the 


chief cause of his retirement being 
the discovery that he was suffer- 
ing from 
cataract in 
both 
eyes. 


March 3 he had an audience with the 
queen and gave up the office. 
Lord 


Eosebery held the post of foreign sec- 
retary in this (Mr. Gladstone's) cabinet, 
and succeeded him as prime minister 
Two or three changes were ther made 
in the cabinet by the transposition of 
members to different offices. 
It has 


been often stated, and as often denied 
that Lord Kosebery was anxious to 
drop the cares of office and it was 
thought probable that he would retire 
during his illness, without waiting.for 
an adverse vote in the house of com 
mons.

Chamberlain is the real destroyer of 
the government and that he is virtual 
master of the situation. 


The Daily Telegraph (liberal) says 


that the British people will not con- 
cern themselves with the technical and 
tactical aspects of the great appeal 
now to be made to the country, but 
will pronounce the inevitable sentence 
on a weak and dangerous administra- 
tion for what it has done and left un- 
done.

Thus falls the rump of the Gladstone 


administration. Where is the revolu- 
tionary resolution against the house of 
lords? 
The Daily News, the organ oi the liber- 
als, says, that the queen accepted Lord 
Rosebery's resignation as she did that 
of Gladstone—without the expression 
of reluctance with which she favored 
Lord Salisbury when he retired from 
office. 


Powder Mill BloTVB Up,
